How to Clean Sea Shells. 


Sneits are often discoloured and dirty when first 
found, and if they are to be preserved the rough outer 
skin should be removed. When found on the sea-shore, 
the shells are generally empty, or if containing an 
inmate, the latter is usually d but if alive it must be 
killed by dipping into boiling water, and then should be 
taken out of its retreat. 

The best way to clean the shell after this is to rub it 
geutly with fine eme powder or rotten stone, mixed 
with warm watcr, but if something more is desired use 
diluted nitric acid and water in proportions of about 
eight of water to one of ecid. This preparation, hdw- 
ever, is poisonous, and must not be left where 
or unwary perrons can reach it.
